WABHINGTON, May N —S8enator Cum-
mina today presénted to the senats a
resolution to direct Vice President Mar-
shall to appoint five senators to inveati-
gate President Wilson's charge that a
lobby exists in Washington to Influence
legislation, partioularly the tariftf biilL
and to report within ten days

An Investigation of the sctivitles of the
tariff lobbyists was proposed In a4 reso-
lution introduced today by Reproaenta-
tive Tavennar of Illinoia The resolution
recites that "It has been charged bythe
president that a powerful and insidious
lobby, hostile to tha pending tariff bill,
sxists In Washington."

The resolution provides for s committes
of filve members, appointed by the
apeakar, to iInvestigate and report to
ocangreas. "

Port of the republican program for de-
bating the tariff bill In the menate was
outlined today.

More than twenty senators have long
speeches In preparation. Senator La
Follette plans to talk for ona whole week
on many features of the bilL

Benator Burten will make one of the
first speeches. Benator Oliver will dis-

The two lovers, who lived
at Courmayets at the bass of the moun-
tain, decided to settle thelr claims by
standing for severzl hours evgry day In
ths path ususlly followed by avalanches
on the mountain side until one or tha
other of the men was swept to death.
One was finally struck yesterday by an
avalanoche, but he recelved only sllght
injuries.

Greek and -Servian
Delegates Refuse
to Sign Peace Pact

LONDON, May f1.—A plan I8 under dla-
cussion hers for solving the deadlock in
regard to the slgnature of the peace
troaty between Turkey and the Balkan
Hlates

The European powers recommand that
those states which are ready sign Sir
Edward Grey's draft treaty without walt-
Ing for their allies. It Iy pointed out that
Bulgaria could thus concluds terms with
Turkey and the powers could then devote
thelr attention to inducing the recalcl-
trant siates to sign.

Bir Bdward Grey, the British foreign
minister, received the poace delegntes sop-
arataly today and urged them to slgn the
draft treaty, but the Greek delegates re-
plied that they must refor the guestion
to thelr government.

The Bervian peace delegates also refused
to mgn the draft treaty.

Bly Edward Grey then ke strongly to
them, declaring that o wesk had passed
In futile negotiations and the powers now
expeocted the belligerents to sign without
further delay or attempt & modification.

8ir BEdward Grey’'s statement took the
tone of an ultimatum and the delegntes
promised to refer the matter Lo thelr gov-
ernments Immedlately.
